‘It will be difficult to place 
credence in promises and pledges 
of the Soviet government,” the 
two statesmen declared in a 
final communique on their talks 


here. until the Soviet Union acts 

‘to put an end to the brutal and 

‘unnatural division it has im- 

posed on Germany.”’ 

“NMIORE DANGEROUS” 
Adenauer emphasized at a 

news conference this afternoon 


that the new Russian method of 
“friendly smiles’’ is ‘‘much more 
‘effective and dangerous than 
\former threats of a hot war.”’ He 


urged Americans not to soften in 


\their attitude toward the Soviet 
Union, and to remember that 
their fate depends on the fate of 
Europe. 

This was the main burden of 
what Dr. Adenauer said in Wash- 
ington. As he has on previous 
visits to Washington in the past 
three years, he developed the 
idea during talks with state de- 
partment and other officials that 
if the United States and the West 
will stick unyielding to a tough 
attitude the Soviet Union will 
eventually agree to the unifica- 
tion of Germany on Western 
terms.

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Foreign Aid Cuts 
Could Cost Much 


The Senate should think long and hard 
before rejecting President Eisenhower's 
appeal to restore most of the $1,100,000,- 
000 which the House cut from the foreign 
aid bill. The cut could prove the most 
costly bit of economy in history. 

The administration has been trying to 
readjust its foreign. policy to meet the 
new and grave threat posed by the Soviet 
Union's new strategy of economic and 
ideological warfare. The Russians have 
grabbed the ball in this field while ef- 
fectively accusing the United States of 
warmongering. 

The strategy, of course, is aimed at 
those backward nations of Asia and Africa 
where the future of the world will be 
decided in the next few years. These 
countries not only possess the balance in 
manpower but in. resources. 

The average citizen of this country 
does not realize that the United States 
today imports almost 50 per cent of its 
basic raw materials. These are necessary 
to maintain our standard of living and to 
keep the wheels of our complex industrial 
economy turning. 

The ultimate aim of the Communists 
is to deny us access to these materials, 
thus destroying our economy. The other 
aim, of course, is to grab almost inex- 
haustible markets. 

Today because of communism the 
United States has lost one great former 
sources of raw materials in China as well 
as its huge market. If all Asia falls to 
communism, the result would be catas- 
trophic. 

The basic aim of. foreign aid is not 
to buy friends but to enable friendly 
nations to build up their economic and 
military strength to the point of resisting 
the temptation of communism. By helping 
them increase their own standards, we 
accomplish this purpose and also increase 
the potential for trade. 

Studying the world picture from every 
angle, the Eisenhower administration—as 
did the Truman administration before it 
—has decided that wisely used foreign 
aid is good “peace insurance.” 

The. Senate should restore the cuts. 
The United States would make a sorry 
mistake to abandon the field just as the 
Soviets are moving in.

That Recurrent Rumor 


Is With Us Once More 


That hardy perennial among business 
stories, the possibility of a new hotel for 
Atlanta, has blossomed again. 

According to the Wall Street Journal, 
Conrad Hilton, one of the world’s largest 
innkeepers, is preparing another expan- 
sion. Atlanta is one of the places the 
Hilton management has in mind. 


The Hilton story seems authoritative. 
It also recalls occasional rumors that the 
Statler, Sheraton and other big chain 
operations are surveying the hotel situa- 
tion here with a view to making it more 
competitive. And of course, there is Ben 
Massell, Atlanta’s prime real estate de- 
veloper, who again is reported on the 
verge of sponsoring a new hotel. 

Atlanta has not had a new hotel in 
many, many years though there has been 
a commendable amount of renovating 
and adding to its existing ones. 


A really first class new hotel would be 
quite a jewel in the city’s crown. If there 
is any one thing that lends substance to 
the criticism that Atlanta is nothing but 
an overgrown country town, it is the 
shortage of modern hotels.

Old Steam Locomotive 


Would Be Park Asset 


The City of Atlanta has moved a step 
nearer to joining the 275 communities 
in the nation which have modern steam 
locomotives on display in parks and 
museums. 

The city’s parks committee, a unit of 
the aldermani¢c board, has asked Mayor 
Hartsfield if he won’t ask the Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad Co. for one of its 
steam locomotives. The committee laid 
down a proviso that the engine be placed 
on display at no cost to the city. 

If and when the L&N donates an 
engine, it would be asking too much per- 
haps to expect the railroad to set it up 
in a park. 

However, the installation should not 
be too difficult to manage. A sidetrack 
already existing at Piedmont Park makes 
that site seem a logical and feasible one. 
Interested trainmen and ‘“always-wanted- 
to-be” trainmen mo doubt would con- 
tribute toward paying the cost of the 
project. 3 

Incidentally, the engine will not nec- 
essarily be an “old” one. The NC&StL 
line has run a steam locomotive built in 
1941 onto a siding in Nashville. The 
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engine cost close to a million dollars. 
Today children get a million dollars worth 
of fun from climbing over it, under the 
escort of a retired engineer. The railroad 
gets valuable publicity. 

Atlanta now has an “old” engine on 
display in the Texas at Grant Park. A 
20th Century locomotive as a permanent 
museum piece will be an asset to the 
city’s parks. 

We hope the City of Atlanta and the 
L&N can work out the deal.

Adenauer Warns West 
The Reds Are the Same 


West German Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer has earned great respect and 
admiration in this country. He is receiv- 
ing the usual cordial welcome on his 
current visit, having received an hon- 
orary degree from Yale and a cordial 
reception in Washington. 

Speaking from his close association 
with the situation, the chancellor warns 
the West that it must not relax “even 
for one moment” its vigilance against 
Soviet Russia. Present Communist tactics, 
he pointed out, are more dangerous than 
the former aggressive conduct of the 
Kremlin. The new rulers, despite their 
friendly talk, have shown no inclination 
at all to remove the main causes of 
tensions in the world. 

Everywhere, Adenauer declared, the 
Soviets aggravate existing conflicts and 
endeavor to undermine the West's posi- 
tion. He warned of attempts to smash the 
“mighty protective shield of NATO” and 
to drive the United States out of Europe. 

The chancellor cited the Russians’ flat 
refusal to settle the question of reunifi- 
cation of Germany, a project that is the 
major objective: of his government and 
of all Germans. His refusal to accept 
Communist proposals which would 
amount to making all Germany a Com- 
munist state thus far has received sup- 
port from West Germans. 

But Adenauer has political troubles 
growing out of this clamor for reunifi- 
cation. He must face the electorate next 
vear and this will be the major issue. 
He continues to put his faith in NATO 
and American friendship. He also be- 
lieves that the East Germans themselves 
will reject communism one way or an- 
other as soon as they can. 

Chancellor Adenauer has great sup- 
port and sympathy from the American 
people and their government. His steady 
course of friendship and cooperation with 
the West is the only alternative to making 
all Germany another Communist satel- 
lite.

Today is the 18lst birthday of the 
United States Army. The nation joins in 
a salute to its members and to those who 
contributed to its glorious past. 

On June 14, 1775, the Continental 
Congress authorized 10 companies of 
riflemen. This was the beginning of the 
rugged Revolutionary Army which gained 
the country’s independence and set the 
stage for the spectacular development of 
the United States.

But in the 
span of history the Army and the nation 
it represents are among the youngest.

Today 
it has greater strength than ever in peace- 
time, is better armed and equipped. It 
also has tremendous global commitments, 
something which its founders could not 
have foreseen 181 years ago. 

Its men have fought in more than 100 
campaigns, expeditions, occupations and 
wars. It stands today as an indispensable 
factor in the nation’s defenses. 

Warfare has changed greatly in the 
years since 1775. We have mounted our 
weapons on aircraft and on powerful ships 
at sea. But the Army’s role continues and 
its men will continue to reflect the finest 
traditions of the service and the country 
they defend.

Outcries Against the Actions 
Of Supreme Court Increase 


The uproar against the U.S. Supreme Court is gaining momentum 
and the noise is coming from other sections of the country as well 
as from the South. The high court reversed the long-standing ‘‘sep- 
arate but equal’ doctrine in cases involving transportation, schools 


and public parks. 

Since then it has encroached fur- 
ther on the rights of states in 
areas not related to the racial 
question. 

The Supreme Court struck down 
a Pennsylvania state law dealing 
with sedition, declaring this to be 
an area reserved for the federal 
government. 

The court has ruled that “Ne- 
braska's “right to work’ law had 
no effect on railroad employment. 


What the Supreme Court is pro- 
claiming is that when Congress 
passes a prohibitory or permissive 
law in a particular field, the pro- 
visions of state constitutions on 


the subject are automatically re- 


pealed. 

There was a time when “states’ 
rights’’ was more than, just a hol- 
low term. Indeed there were times 
that the Supreme Court went to ri- 
diculous extremes to keep from in- 
fringing on the rights of states. 


The courts of the past were guid- 
ed by the Tenth Amendment which 
states that ‘The powers not dele- 
gated to the United States by the 
Constitution, nor prohibited by it 


to the states, are reserved to the 
states respectively, or to the peo- 
ple.” 

If the U.S. Supreme Courts of 
vesteryear went to extremes to 
keep the federal government from 
overstepping its constitutional 
bounds, certainly the courts of re- 
cent years have swung to the other 
extreme. 


Today the nation’s leading au- 
thorities on constitutional law are 
seriously pondering the question: 
“Just what rights are left to the 
states?”’ 

Rep. Howard Smith of Virginia 
recently introduced a bill which 
would clearly define the rights of 
states to legislate in fields where 
Congress has passed laws. 

Other bills before Congress pro- 
vide that the court could not legis- 
late upon the purely internal af- 
fairs of the states including the 
operation of schools, 


Prospects for passage of some 
of these measures, particularly the 
one introduced by Rep. Smith, ap- 
pear to be better now than at any 
time in recent years. :

WASHINGTON—Out of 


the weary, 
vigil at Walter Reed Hospital last weekend, some 


anxious 


very significant facts now have emerged: | 
There is increasing uncertainty that President Eisenhower will 


run for a second term. The publi 


statements by some Republican 


politicians acting as if nothing had happened and suggesting that 
everything will soon be as it was before are wishful and misleading. 


It is no service to Eisenhower to 
pretend that he won't have to re- 
consider very fully and very 
earnestly his post-heart attack de- 
cision. He will, 

Those who know the soul-search- 
ing which led up to the President's 
announcement agree that the facts, 
as Eisenhower will see them, are 
these: 

1. The President is very mindful 
of the escape clause which he care- 
fully attached to his willingness to 
run again. 

2. His new illness and operation 
will raise the profoundest doubts 
in Eisenhower's own mind as to 
whether he can adequately dis- 
charge the heavy, exacting duties 
of his office another four and a 
half vears. 

3. The President will now have 
to go through the same kind of 
inner self-examination to decide all 
over again whether he can con- 
scientiously run. 

4. Eisenhower will rest his own 
decision on his own feelings about 
his own strength and stamina and 
not primarily on the doctors’ re- 
port that he can “‘safely” carry on. 

I am not suggesting that the 
President's second decision may 
not in the end be the same as his 
first — that is, yes, he feels up 
to it.

In the past few months, the question has been 
raised, “Is America behind in the development of 
atomic-electric powér?”

But so long as we 
have adequate supplies of coal, oil and gas that 
can produce low-price electricity, it would: be 
wasteful for America to build large numbers of 
atomic-electric power plants which could produce 
electricity only at high cost. Our objective should 
be economy and efficiency in reactor design and 
construction, without passing up any promising 
designs in our search. Progress toward this ob- 
jective is being made. 


Electric companies build : 


More than 300 million dollars from individ- 
ual investors is involved in the planning and con- 
struction of atomic-electric plants and related 
research. A total of 44 electric companies is par- 
ticipating in building these reactor plants. In so 
doing, they are drawing on their industry's 75- 
year experience in producing electricity from 
other fuels. 


To speed this program still further, America’s 
independent electric companies are forming a 
special task force on atomic-electric reactors. The 
function and nature of this new group is described 
in the box below. 


Stull in testing stage 


Because the U.S. today has plenty of electrie 
power and plenty of conventional fuels, the wise 
program is to test many reactors, types and de- 
signs and select the best. It will help assure our 
continuing lead in atomic development over coun- 
tries which are building atomic-electric plants 
with today’s limited knowledge because they so 
desperately need electricity at any price. 


Information like this about our nation’s 
atomic-electric power program is important to you 
and others interested in the welfare of their coun- 
try. It is important to you as a citizen and as an 
electric customer. Because this is so, reports of 
progress in atomic-electric power will be brought to 
you from time to time by America’s Independ- 
ent Electric Light and Power Companies”.

Child’s Progress Up to Parents 


By SMILEY BLANTON, M.D. 
CHAPTER XI 

A newborn infant is a bundle of para- 
doxes. Tiny, undeveloped, and ignorant of 
the world it has just entered, it neverthe- 
less brings with it a biological structure 
perfected by millions of years of evolution, 
with the wisdom of the ages in each of its 
cells. 

Physically it is so feeble that it cannot 
protect itself against the smallest enemy; 
yet the instinctual drives it inherits are as 
powerful as those of any jungle animal. 

From the moment of its birth, how- 
ever, the infant is compelled to regulate 
its instincts according to artificial restric- 
tions found nowhere else in nature. It 
must learn to control its hunger instinct, 
its bodily evacuations, and its instinctual 
expressions of aggression. 

And as the child grows older these in- 
stincts are curbed with increasing severity 
in ‘proportion to their strength. On top of 
this, the normal sexual instinct is sub- 
jected to a multitude of taboos that re- 
strict its free expression from childhood 
all through maturity. 

RESTRICTIONS 


Man has been willing to accept restric- 
tions upon his primitive drives because in 
exchange he has won greater security of 
life. But the child knows nothing of this 
ultimate gain. It lives only for the im- 
mediate moment, and cannot be expected 
to balance future rewards against present 
sacrifices. It can undergo frustration and 
self-denial only as painful experiences that 
do violence to its deepest needs, 

There is another obligation that is 
vastly more urgent and compelling for the 


child. It must grow! The child must use 
its instinctual energies to build bone and 
muscle, to expand its personality, to hew 
a place for itself in a strange and stub- 
born world. The child must first live be- 
fore it can conform. 


So every conscientious parent is faced 
with a dual task that might well challenge 
the wisdom of Solomon. He is called upon 
to gratify the child’s instinctual demands, 
on the one hand, and to deny them on the 
other. He must both chain and liberate 
the child at one and the same time. 


LESSON OF LOVE 


As if this were not sufficiently form!- 
dable an undertaking, the parent is asked 
to work a-further miracle! He is asked to 
transform the primitive and even savage 
child into a tolerant, cooperative, and lov- 
ing human adult. For the lesson of love 
must be learned in the cradle if it is to 
be learned at all. 

The human infant {s not a simple, un- 
knowing creature whose needs are fully 
satisfied merely by food and warmth. 

Instead,’ it is an extraordinarily wise 
and complex organism, charged with ime- 
perious instinctual desires. When these 
primitive needs come into conflict with 
the external environment, embodied in the 
person of the mother or nurse, there is at 
once set off a chain of profound emotional 
reactions. The infant is acutely sensitive 
to the attitudes and behavior of those upon 
whose care its life depends, and it begins 
to build its characteristic patterns of love 
and hate the moment it is first touched 
following birth. 

Adults have in the past been misled 
into assuming that the child, because it 


lacks the power of speech, also lacks 
powers of perception. The truth is that 
the human infant, like any primitive ani- 
mal, is marvelously aware of everything 
that affects its welfare. It has the ca- 
pacity to read what one may call our 
‘muscle tensions’’—those silent, but elo- 
quent, betrayers of our true emotional at- 
titudes. 

In civilized life, we ordinarily must 
exert self-control over our emotions — 
whether of love, or hate, or fear. But no 
matter how great our self-restraint, we 
usually indicate our inner feelings by 
some kind of muscular movement, how- 
ever faint or involuntary. We show our 
emotions by a movement of the eye, by 
the set of the muscles in our face, by the 
pitch, volume and rhythm of our voice, 
TRANSMITS FEELINGS 

It is through these muscle tensions that 
the mother transmits her true feelings to 
her child. And it is through her manner 
and attitude while caring for it that the 
child learns to develop security or fear. 
The infant registers her approval or dis- 
approval as a seismograph catches the 
faintest tremor of the earth. The mother’s 
confidence becomes the child's confidence; 
her antagonism, a shattering catastrophe. 

So the parent is the great prompter 
who teaches the infant actor the main 
lines, gestures, and inflections of his fu- 
ture role. If the parent’s demeanor in the 
prompter’s box is one of steadfastness and 
love, the child will be encouraged to use 
his strength with skill and control. 

But if the parent is an overbearing ty- 
rant, or is confused in his directions, he

Children’s Progress 
Depends on Parents 


Will train a player forever un- 
sure of his basic cues. The 
child will not dare to construct 
his own 


interpretations, and 

will be able to learn the lJes- 
sons of life only by rote, 

Unable to believe in the 


strength of his own excellence, 
he will seek to attract atten- 
tion to himself by paltry little 
devices: he will jo key for the 
spotlight, steal scenes, quarrel] 
with his fellow players. If none 
of these avail, he may flee the 
stage at a crisis and thus ruin 
the performance altogether. 

A wise parent, like a wise di- 
rector, will therefore seek to 
avoid extremes in the handling 
of his charges. He will neither 
over-indulge the child's whims, 
nor will he insist on imposing 
his own rigid interpretations. 
His goal must be to let the child 


discover its own nature and 
capacities, and then lead it to 
use those capacities in their 


most effective relationship with 
the outside world. 


CURBING IMPULSES 

If many parents, despite their 
best efforts, fail to achieve this 
ultimate goal with their chil- 
dren, it is usually because they 
misconceive a central aspect of 
their role. Most of us under- 
stand fully the part we-must 
play as good providers for our 
children, the measures that 
must be taken to protect them 
from danger, to fill their nu- 
tritional needs, and to assure 
their physical health and devel- 
opment as they move along the 
path to maturity. 

But what throws most par- 
ents into confusion and bewil- 
derment is the basic problem of 
curbing the child's primitive 
impulses, For in every child's 
unconscious mind lies the crawl- 
ing beasts of selfish aggres- 
sion, of murderous hate, and 
of powerful sexual drives that 
will run rampant if not con- 
trolled. 2 

The parent is the delegate ap- 
pointed by civilization to tame 
these destructive forces. It is 
a mighty responsibility —yet 
most of us are given precious 


little equipment with which to | 


carry it out! 
BAFFLED BY CHALLENGE 

No wonder many parents are 
baffled by this challenge. Chil- 
dren obviously cannot be brought 
up without discipline. They are 
little savages, and must be 
taught to accept the many 
frustrations that life itself 
makes inevitable. Most parents 
gee no alternative but to adopt 
a stringent severity in their 
moral attitude toward their 
children, even while conceding 
that the lash may no longer be 
considered the most effective 
instrument for inculcating dis- 
cipline, 

Yet, suppression does not 
work! It merely: perpetuates 
the evils it hopes to abolish. It 
does not eliminate or even hold 
back the destructive drives in 
human nature—it merely forces 
them into hidden recesses where, 
like steam under pressure, 
they must eventually explode. 

Parents are led into this 
falsely harsh attitude toward 
their children lartely because 
of. unconscious processes, in 
themselves. Their agitation 
over the child’s destructive im- 
pulses is based not simply on 


concern for the child’s best 
welfare. It also springs from 
the fact that the child's be- 


havior revives the parent’s own 
buried primitive impulses and 
unconsciously recalls his own 
fearful struggles to bring them 
under control. The parent be- 
comes frightened as much by 
his own secret residue of prim- 
itive desires as he is by the 
child’s open expression of 
them, 
RARELY DECEIVED 
Children are rarely deceived 
in these matters. Unconsciously 
they sense the parent's mixed 
emotions, divining the secret 
guilt responsible for the undue 
severity of the punishment. 
They are thrown into inner con- 
fusion by this knowledge. 
Some children, as a result, 
are led to question the culpa- 
bility of their own misdeeds, 
and what finally remains in 
their minds is a bitter resent- 
ment of injustice rather than 
an acceptance of the need to

control their primitive drives. 

In later life, they will tend 
to give free rein to their im- 
pulses, however destructive or 
antisocial these may be. Their 
main concern will be simply to 
avoid punishment, 

The parent who wishes his 
child to grow up into a normal 
and balanced adult must there- 
fore free himself of the undue 
anxieties which are at the bot- 
tom of ail suppressive meas- 
ures. He must bear in mind 
that the child’s primitive im- 
pulses are the source of his 
energies throughout life. They 
must be controlled; but to 
stifle them will seriously injure 
the child’s normal drive and 
normal curiosity. 

DIVERT BEHAVIOR 

The great trick is always to 
treat the child’s behavior as a 
normal manifestation, and sim- 
ply to divert it to better uses 
whenever the realities of life 
so dictate. 

This does not mean that we 
must dispense with firmness, 
discipline or even a normal 
amount of anger toward our 
children, It means that we will 
not impose the needless frus- 
trations, the unjustified punish- 
ments, the projected guilts that 
cause so much damage. It 
means that we will choose the 
role of the wise teacher who, 
with love, leads his pupil into 
love. 

The parent who chooses this 
role will balance restraint with 
freedom, compulsion with in- 
spiration, restriction with ad- 
venture, He will know that a 
wise love is that which is de- 
signed mainly to support the 
child while it learns to adjust 
to the demands of the world. 
A child who grows up inwardly 
confident that he has had this 
kind of love from his parents 
is armed with the most power- 
ful weapon on earth. Children 
so equipped possess the calm, 
deep courage that nfakes he- 
roes and heroines in real life.

All famous speakers are shy and 
afflicted with stage fright at the 
beginning, so don’t feel that you 
are abnormal when your hands 
tremble or your heart pounds and 
your face is eflushed. 

Demostheness, the world’s fore- 
most orator, was in the same boat. 
Indeed, he also stuttered from 
frizht and had a feeble, squeaky 
voice. 

But he vowed he would conquer 
his own stage fright instead of 
being a slave to it. 

So he orated against the noise 
of the waves along the seaside to 
increase the ‘loudness of his tones. 

Meanwhile, he held. pebbles in 
his mouth to help divert his at- 
tention and thus free himself from 
gtullering. 

Just reassure yourself, therefore, 
by remembering that all beginners 
go through the same “‘initiation’’ 
ordeal of stage fright. 

SPEECH FORMULA 

Force yourself to speak loudly. 
What you beginners think is very 
loud usually can hardly be heard 
beyond the first few rows in a 
large auditorium. 

So have some friends ‘‘planted”’ 
in the rear to signal you when 
they can't hear. A weak voice sug- 
gests you are an amateur, so be 
sure and talk to the rear rows in 
extra loud tones, 

If there is a microphone on the 
platform, don’t hold it against your 
face and thus blot out the view of 
your lips. 

Keep the microphone below the 
level of your chin and let the oper-
